UB Foundation tied to offshore fracking fund 


Seen affecting school’s image 
as a climate-change leader

The University at Buffalo Foundation used 
an offshore fund to invest in fracking and fos- 
sil fuels, even as university officials sought to 
portray UB as a national leader in climate- 
change and sustainability research. 

The foundation invested through EnCap 
Flatrock Midstream, a venture capital firm 
that focuses solely on North American oil and 


gas extraction and production. 


The foundation, a private entity that man- 
ages contributions on behalf of the public uni-

More doctors 
sought to offer 
anti-opioid meds 


Drugs available to curb cravings, but 
training is required to prescribe them

Health officials say they 
know a treatment that works 
to address the opioid epidemic: 
prescription medication that 
reduces cravings and with- 
drawal symptoms. 

But finding a doctor who of- 
fers it can be difficult. 

“We know that abstinence- 
only treatment fails. People re- 
lapse,” said Dr. Gale Burstein, 
Erie County health commis- 
sioner. “We need more people 
trained to prescribe drugs like 
buprenorphine. We're making 
headway, but the need is very 
great.” 

Promising efforts are hap- 
pening locally to expand the 
number of doctors, nurse prac- 
titioners and physician assis- 
tants who can prescribe such 
medications. 

The University at Buffalo’s 
Research Institute on Addic- 
tions is leading a statewide pro- 
gram to train medical profes- 
sionals in high-need regions, 
including Erie and Niagara 
counties, in medication-assist- 
ed treatment. 

Erie County is continuing 
to head in a similar direction 
to address the problem. It has 
trained more than 150 commu- 
nity doctors and other health 
professionals since September 
2016 to use buprenorphine, 
and is working with emergen- 
cy medicine specialists affili- 


ated with UB’s Jacobs School 
of Medicine and Biomedical 
Sciences to train physicians to 
start opioid treatment in hospi- 
tal emergency rooms. 

Medication-assisted treat- 
ment in combination with 
counseling is considered the 
gold standard for controlling 
opioid addiction. But there are 
limits on prescribing buprenor- 
phine, a semi-synthetic opioid 
with a low risk of overdose, and 
complications in incorporating 
it into medical practice. 

“Once you get trained, it’s 
notan easy transition to getting 
your first patient. And, once you 
are treating patients, you have 
to make sure they are moni- 
tored. That can be difficult, es- 
pecially if you are a single pro- 
vider,” said Kenneth Leonard, 
director of the Research Insti- 
tute on Addictions. 

The Research Institute is 
coordinating a statewide pro- 
gram to identify and train 
doctors and other health pro- 
fessionals in 16 counties and 
tribal areas in the state where 
high death and hospitalization 
rates from opioid abuse have oc- 
curred. The effort expands UB’s 
involvement in the Erie County 
Opioid Epidemic Task Force, 
which is coordinating key ini- 
tiatives in the Buffalo area.

Tax bill would lift 


ban on activity

WASHINGTON - For years, 
a coalition of well-funded 
groups on the religious right 
have waged an uphill battle 
to repeal a 1954 law that bans 
churches and other nonprofit 
groups from engaging in politi- 
cal activity. 

Now, those groups are edg- 
ing toward a once-improbable 
victory as Republican lawmak- 
ers, with the enthusiastic back- 
ing of President Trump, pre- 
pare to rewrite large swaths of 
the U.S. tax code as part of the 
$1.5 trillion tax package mov- 
ing through Congress. 


Among the changes in the 
tax bill that passed the House 
this month is a provision to roll 
back the 1954 ban, a move that 
is championed by the religious 
right, but opposed by thou- 
sands of religious and nonprofit 
leaders, who warn that it could 
blur the line between charity 
and politics. 

The change could turn 
churches into a well-funded 
political force, with donors di- 
verting as much as $1.7 billion 
each year from traditional po- 
litical committees to church- 
es and other nonprofit groups 
that could legally engage in par- 
tisan politics for the first time, 
according to an estimate by 
the nonpartisan congressional 
Joint Committee on Taxation.
